Right Kind Of Care, West £e//s Farmers 


(By A. B. West.) 


These are the days when farmers 
ns well as other property-owners are 
thinking about-their taxes, and that it 
they did not have to pay such big- 
sums to the government they might 
get ahead a bit. Paying taxes seems 


• like throwing money away so far as 
'any direct benefit to the individual is 
concerned, and a heavy tax roll is a 
burden to be avoided. 


The observation of the -writer, how- 


• ever, shows him. that many Rock 
. 'county farmers are taxing themselves 


imore heavily than ever tho govern- 
ment thought of doing, and in ways 
•that benefit no one. 
One 
of. these 


; ways may be observed 
on a drive 


i through the country in .almost any dl- 
Erection. 


The care and upkeep of machinery 


' is a considerable expense on any 
I modern, farm and yet any drive about 
'the country will reveal dozens of ex- 
'.penslvo maalunery 
leCt out. in 
the 
'open, exposed to the weather—hay- 
. loaders, 
manure 
spreaders, 
horse 
rakes and even mowers and binders. 
Often these are left in the field whore 
'they were last used., Such treatment 
may benefit the implement dealer, but 
it certainly lays a tax on ;the farmer. 
Another way in which farmers that 
have c.omo under the writer's obser- 
vation tax themselves is by keeping 
unprofitable cows. 
A. tittle experience 
which I hoard related the other day 
is to the point here. 
A wide-awake 


young: farmer who keeps trade of the 
cost of the feed, and tho production of 
his individual cows found that one of 
them was not making- good. 
She fell 
short 27 cents a .day of paying for her 
feed. ' Her o-.'ner offered her for sale 
unc'l the farmer who bought her and 
who did not ke.ep track of her cost for 
board and her production thought he 
had a very good cow. 
It is to be i-egrettcd that there arc 
not more cow testing associations in 
the county, but it is Quito possible for 
farmers who are 
careful and who 
keep records, to determine whether 
cows arc paying 
for their keep or 
whether they are a tax on the pocket- 
book. 
Another source of loss to the farmer 
comes from lack of profitable feeding-.

ciate, but in these days of high prices 
of feedstufts it is what many.of them 
are getting-. They say they cannot af- 
ford to buy feed at the present prices. 
So they content themselves with mere- 
ly tho . maintenance ration. 
Their 


wisdom in this course'may be fairly 
compared to that of a manufacturer 
who finds the price of raw materials 
so high that he thinks'he cannot af- 
fqrd to buy them. He keeps his ma- 
chinery running and pays the cost of 
trie power and the upkeep of the ma- 
chines, but produces nothing.
